To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Garstang  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  for  your  consideration  my 
Twelfth  Annual  Report  of  the  health  in  the  Garstang  Rural 
Area  in  respect  of  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1952,  together 
with  the  vital  statistics  relating  to  that  period. 

The  general  health  of  the  District  continues  to  be  satisfactory. 

There  have  been  no  serious  outbreaks  of  infectious  diseases 
during  the  year,  and  no  cases  of  Acute  Poliomyelitis  or  Diphtheria. 
An  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Measles 
has  been  notified,  but  without  any  serious  complications. 

I would  again  stress  the  importance  of  immunisation  against 
Diphtheria  and  vaccination  against  Smallpox. 

During  t\\e  year  a Mass  Radiography  Unit  in  connection  with 
the  Manchester  Regional  Hospital  Board  visited  Garstang,  at 
which  868  persons  were  X-rayed. 

The  erection  of  new  houses  continued  satisfactorily,  although 
there  were  only  52  actually  completed  in  1952,  compared  with  79 
in  the  previous  year. 

A close  watch  was  kept  on  the  handling  and  preparation  of 
food  for  sale,  and  although  no  special  Clean  Food  Campaign  was 
held  during  the  year,  advice  was  regularly  given  to  shop-keepers, 
assistants  and  food-handlers. 

I would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
and  staff  of  the  Health  department,  also  the  Clerk  of  the  Council, 
for  their  co-operation  and  assistance  during  the  year.

Births. 

There  were  207  live  births,  99  being  males  and  108  females. 
200  of  these  births  were  legitimate  and  7 illegitimate.  The 

birth  rate  (adjusted)  per  1,000  of  the  population  was  17.4,  against 
15.3  for  England  and  Wales. 

Still  Births. 

The  number  of  still  births  in  1952  was  7,  giving  a still  birth 
rate  of  33  per  1,000  live  births.  T he  rate  per  1,000  total  popula- 
tion is  0.55  as  compared  with  a rate  of  0.35  for  England  and 
Wales. 

Deaths. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  was  153  comprising  75  males  and 
78  females,  giving  a death  rate  (adjusted)  of  11.6  per  1,000  of  the 
population.  For  England  and  Wales  the  rate  is  11.3. 

The  death  rate  for  infants  under  one  year  of  age  per  1 ,000 
live  births  is  24.  For  England  and  Wales,  the  death  rate  is  27.6.

Death  rate  for  Tuberculosis  for  1952  was  0.24,  which  shows 
an  increase  of  0.08  over  1951.  Rate  for  England  and  Wales, 
0.24.

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Infectious  Diseases. 

Scarlet  Fever— Twelve  cases  notified  during  1952,  against 
four  in  1951. 

Diphtheria — None. 

Pneumonia — Shows  a decrease  of  25  on  the  previous  year. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia — One  case  notified  against  none  for  1951 . 

Poliomyelitis — No  case  of  Poliomyelitis  was  notified 
during  the  year. 

Measles — An  increase  of  34  cases. 

Whooping  Cough — 14  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  as 
against  12  in  1951. 

Erysipelas — One  case  against  two  for  1951. 

Dysentry — Four  cases  were  notified  during  the  year, 
compared  with  two  for  1951. 

Food  Poisoning — Three  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified 
and  admitted  to  hospital.  These  persons  were  spending  a holiday 
in  a caravan  in  the  district.  Some  of  their  food  had  been  prepared 
at  home,  including  a joint  of  meat,  from  which  Cl.  welchii  was 
isolated. 

Undulant  Fever — One  case,  a female,  40  years  of  age  was 
notified.  Although  milk  samples  were  immediately  obtained  from 
the  herd,  none  revealed  the  Brucella  Abortus  organism.  This,  no 
doubt,  was  due  to  the  long  interval  between  consuming  the  raw 
milk  and  date  of  notification.

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Sanitary  Circumstances  of  your  District  for  the  year  1952. 

Water  Supply. 

The  bulk  of  the  water  is  supplied  to  the  district  by  the  Fylde 
Water  Board,  and  is  upland  surface  water  of  excellent  quality. 
No  complaints  as  to  the  quality  of  this  water  were  received 
during  the  year.  In  general,  the  major  part  of  the  District  is 
adequately  supplied  either  from  this  source  or  from  two  small 
private  supplies.  The  remainder  of  the  houses,  approximately  179, 
derive  their  source  of  supply  from  wells  and  springs. 

Nineteen  samples  of  water  were  obtained  from  private 
supplies  with  the  following  results

During  the  year  eight  farms  and  dwelling-houses  were 
connected  to  the  Fylde  Water  Board’s  mains. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

The  Council  undertake  the  removal  of  domestic  refuse  in 
the  twenty  parishes. 

Collection  of  household  refuse  and  salvage  was  carried  out  by 
two  Bedford  and  one  Dennis  10  cubic  yard  side-loading  vehicles, 
manned  by  nine  loaders,  inclusive  of  drivers.  One  Bedford 
wagon  was  purchased  during  the  year  to  replace  a 1939  Bedford 
7 cubic  yard  vehicle. 

During  the  year,  disposal  of  refuse  was  commenced  at  the 
Gravel  Works,  Scorton,  for  the  purpose  of  reclaiming  land. 
Other  tips  consisting  of  “ pits,”  etc.,  are  situated  in  various  parts 
of  the  district. 


Every  endeavour  is  made  with  the  limited  number  of  vehicles, 
men,  and  covering  material,  to  dispose  of  the  refuse  with  as  little 
nuisance  as  possible. 

Salvage. 

The  Council  continued  with  the  collection  of  waste  paper  and 
other  forms  of  salvage,  and  although  over  69  tons  was  collected 
and  sold  (£780),  this  showed  a decrease  of  £500  on  the  previous 
year,  due  to  the  fall  in  the  price  of  wraste  paper. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage. 

The  work  in  connection  with  the  Sewerage  Scheme  for 
Garstang,  parts  of  the  Parishes  of  Barnacre,  Cabus,  Catterall, 
Claughton,  and  Churchtown  continued  slowly  during  the  year. 

Three  privy  closets  and  twelve  pail  closets  were  converted 
to  fresh -water  closets  during  the  year.

Food  and  Drugs. 

Food  preparing  premises  of  all  types  were  inspected  during 
the  year  and  have  generally  been  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  legal  proceedings  in 
respect  of  any  contravention  of  the  Council’s  Bye-laws  relating 
to  the  handling,  wrapping  and  delivery  of  food,  etc. 

All  meat  consumed  in  the  Rural  District  is  obtained  from 
Preston,  Blackpool  and  Lancaster  ; there  are  no  slaughterhouses 
in  the  district  since  private  slaughterhouses  were  closed  in  1940. 
A large  number  of  pigs  are  slaughtered  under  Ministry  of  Food 
licence  for  consumption  by  their  owners,  but  no  liability  exists 
for  the  owners  to  notify  time  and  place  of  slaughter  and  these 
carcases  are  not  generally  inspected. 

There  is  one  licensed  knacker’s  yard  in  the  district,  situated 
in  the  parish  of  Catterall.  The  premises  are  regularly  inspected 
and  have  been  found  satisfactory. 

A new  fish  and  chip  shop  was  opened  early  in  the  year  to 
replace  one  which  was  sub-standard.

There  are  two  pasteurising  plants  within  the  area  which  are 
licensed  by  the  County  Council. 

All  milk  supplied  to  the  schools  in  the  district  is  either  T.T., 
or  Pasteurised.  Ten  samples  were  obtained  by  the  County 
Council  and  all  were  found  to  be  either  efficiently  pasteurised  or 
free  from  tuberculosis. 

Ice  Cream. 

The  number  of  premises  registered  for  the  manufacture  and 
sale  of  Ice  Cream  is  as  follows  :

During  the  year,  121  samples  of  Ice  Cream  were  taken.  Each 
vendor  was  notified  of  his  grading,  and  in  the  case  of  those  vendors 
whose  samples  fell  below  grade  2,  a special  visit  was  made  and 
equipment  inspected  and  instruction  given  as  to  hygienic  methods 
of  control.  A further  sample  was  later  taken  and  this  procedure 
was  repeated  until  samples  from  that  vendor  were  satisfactory. 
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Analysis  of  the  121  samples  show  the  following  : —

All  licensed  caravan  sites,  with  one  exception  which  has  a 
private  supply,  have  public  water  supplies  and  the  majority  of  the 
sites  are  provided  with  fresh-water  closets  to  septic  tanks. 

Few  complaints  were  received  during  1952. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  are  no  public  baths  or  pools  within  the  area,  although  a 
private  swimming  bath  has  been  provided  by  the  owner  on  one  of 
the  caravan  sites.  The  water  is  pumped  from  a well  and 
receives  no  treatment.  Six  samples  were  obtained  from  the 
bath  during  the  year,  of  which  five  were  satisfactory. 

Shops  and  Offices. 

One-hundred-and-ninety-one  inspections  were  carried  out. 

The  majority  of  the  shops  in  the  area  are  mostly  family 
concerns,  employing  few  or  no  assistants.  Conditions  generally 
were  found  to  be  satisfactory.

Schools. 


There  arc  in  the  Rural  District  23  schools.  In  general,  the 
external  fabric  of  the  buildings  is  good,  in  only  a few  cases  are 
external  repairs  necessary. 

The  lighting  and  ventilation,  except  for  a few  isolated  class- 
rooms, are  generally  good. 

In  most  schools  some  form  of  central  heating  is  provided, 
sometimes  augmented  by  open  fires  and  slow  combustion  stoves. 
Some  of  the  latter  need  repair  or  replacement  by  some  modern 
form  of  heating.  Six  schools  have  no  central  heating. 

Twenty  schools  are  provided  with  water  from  the  Fylde 
Water  Board  and  three  from  private  supplies. 

In  some  cases  the  yard  surfaces  are  rough,  uneven  and  defec- 
tive on  which  rain  lodges  in  wet  weather  and  the  surfaces  are 
muddy,  whilst  in  dry  weather  clouds  of  dust  are  raised  by  the  feet 
of  the  children  during  recreation.
